FOREIGN NEWS. 

There has been but one arrival from 
Europe since our last, which bringa no- 
thing new. The casbofthe queen was 
undecided in the bouse ot Lords. 

Princf» C/iarlolle—'Th» New \ork

UNITED STA t'ES’ ARMY. 

The Report of the Secretary of War, 
.published in this dry's paper, is the most 
.satisfactory evidence of the aliility of 
that officer to discharge the duties at- 
tached to his arduous station. We be- 
lieve the staff of our army was never so 
well organizvd as under the direction of 
JVIr. Calhoun. Such a state of things 
at the commencement of the late war 
would have no doubt saved hundreds of 
iives and millions of treasure to the 
country. — The present strength of our 
army does not apptar loo great, it it is 
considered that there is on the sea coast 
and frontier settlements a line of more 
than 40(X) milts to guard. The peace 
of tlie Indians ecu only be preserved by 
fortified posts at such points as will in 
some degree disturb an inicrcouisr be- 
tween them 8c the British tradcis. The 
chain of military posts already began on 
the Missouri a.nd the Mississippi are of 
too much importance to the western 
states to be broken up at th.is moment.

it. — So far as I have been able to gatiiCir 
the opinions of the niemlers, as to the 
loan, I think the congttss will not oC 
disposed to autlrorizc any loan ; hut vvi

to make an issue of TroastiTy notes— j 
for I can see no reason why the govern ! 
ment should pay six per cent, for the i 
loan of tlie paper of a bank whose ere- f 
dit it sustains, when it could issue as. 
good and belter paper of its own, by bor- 
rowing from banks or individuals. Ido 
not perceive that any thing will be ad- 
ded to the circulating medium of the 
country, and the want of a circulating 
medium is one of the greatest evils w'e 
experience.

Sir: When'.' I hatl the honor to *(^• 
dress you, on the ipili inst. from tho 
'isposiiioi.s then manifested by the Sus- 
sifongs, I had no hope of.gbta^ing the 
snrreiidcr of the nriUrdcrers ol oyr peo- 
ple on the Missouri; but, contrary to 
my expectations, one of the murdereif, 
and an old cliief, sri-f-devoted in the placo 
of his son, were voluntarily Lrought in 
and delivered up yesterday. ''I'he cerr- 
miny of delivering them was conduct' dl 
with much solemnity; a procession wis 
formed at seme distance from tho giu'ri- 
sou, and marched to the centre of our 
parade ; it was preceded by a Sussitong 
bearing the British flag; the murderer 
and tlie devoted chief followed, with 
their arms piiiioiscrk “od large splinter* 
of wood thrust through them about th» 
elbows, to indicate (as I understood) their 
contempt of pain and death. The rela- 
tions and friends of the prisoners follow- 
ed, and on their way joined them in their 
death song. When they arrived in front 
of the guard, the Dritisli flag was laid oii 
a lire, prepared for the occasion, and 
coniuined, the mnixlerer gave up hit 
medal, and both the prisoners were sur- 
rendered. The old chief I have d*tain- 
ed here as a hostage; the murderer I 
have srnt to St. Louis, under a proper 
guard, for trial, presmning that ia s 
course you will approve. 

I am much indebted to Mr. CoHrs 
Campbell, the interpreter, for his great 
exertiens in bringing this affair to a hap- 
py issue ; the delivery of tho murderer 
is to be attributed solely to his mflucnc? 
ovei the Siissitongs.

All of the items cstiniated for, by the 
paymaster general, excepting clothing 
for servants, which is of small amount, 
partake of this character; to which, if 
we add those in the quartermaster gen- 
eral’s estimates, which, although the 
price of some of them hare in the peri- 
od under consideration been reduced, yet 
that has been at least balanced in the in- 
creased expenditure of that department 
for the t . VO last years, by tlie extension 
and increised number of the military 
posts; it will result, that the.redfiction 
in the'expense of the army by the di- 
minution of prices is substantially confi- 
ned to the clothing, medical, and euh. 
sistance departments. Some pains have 
■been taken to ascertain this diininiuion, 
in the various articles supplied by them 
and it has resulted in the belief, that the 
avci ago of those supplied by U.e cloth- 
ing and medical departments were, in 
the year IS 18, about seven per cent, 
higher than in this, and in the subsistence 
about forty per cent. Vv ith these data, 
it is ascertained, that the expense of. the 
army this year, had no diniinu'.ion in 
price since 1818 taken I'lacc, would 
have amounted, deducting for the difl'er- 
. ■•nee of the average number of the two 
years, and allowing for the expenditure 
•f the Seminole war in 1.S18, to about 
two millions seven hundred and ninety- 
one thousand and thirty eiglit dollars and 
fifty- live cents. The sum, deducted 
IVom tliree milliona seven imodred and ! 
forty-eight thousand four hundred and 
forty-live dollars and one cent, me ex- 
p.-use of the army in 1813, gives for tlic 
actual saving, after allowing for uic di- 
HiimiiioTi of prices, the sum of nine iiun-j 
iredaiid fifiy-sevcn thousand three hun- 
dred and fifty-six dollars and forty-stxi 
cents, (se-j table D,) w;iicli has '.lei n ef-' 
vrmr.ign the or;;ai!l.',i''.on of tlie' 
present staff, by enabling the d- part-' 
xiient to superintend, in its m:ivr.i de-i 
tail, as vvell the various disburscMomsI 
of the army, as tho incasnrcs taken to. 
prevent the waste of public properly. — 
The amount of saving m.iy appear to be 
very great, hut it is coiifid'.-mly believed, 
that it cannot he m.itcrially rcrlncad by 
any just mode of calculation of wliicli 
the subject is susceptible. : 

As great as this result is, it is only in 
Svar that the bvncliis of a proper orgaiii-- 
Jt.'.tion of the stalT can be fully rc.dia. -.i.l 
V/itn a complete organization, and ex-' 
pcricnccd officers, ti\.!;,cd .n linio cf 
peace to an exact and p-jiictu.d dis- 
charge of their d.ily, the savingnii war

The numbar of deputies and ass'siaiitt;

troops; and as no m.tt.rial clunge can,' 
consistently vvitii the pulilic iiuecjsts, Iv:

f*r catering *r taxiimiisg tn ft'viee 
must also be greatly reduced ; for, like 
the high prizes in a lottery, though they 
can be obtained by a few only, yet theyj 
operate on aH those who adventure : so 
those important stations which they nc-j 
cupy arc, with those the best qiniiSedl 
to serve their country, the principal ino-| 
tivc to enter or remain in the army. — ' 
To retain them is, in fact, the cheapest! 
mode of commanding such talents; for, 
to pursue the metaphor, if the high, pri- 
zes were distributed among all of the 
tickets, there would he but. few advcii- 
turers; so, if tlic compensation attaclied 
to the general officers were distributed 
proporlionably among the other officers, 
the inducemcin which the army now 
holds out for a military profession, to 
individuals of suitable character, would 
be almost wholly lost. If the generals 
were reduced to one major and two bri- 
gadiers, the saving would not exceed 
Si 4, 132 annually, which, disiributetl 
among the officers iirpi oportion Ki their 
pay, would give to a lieutenant but S-5 
5U uddiiluiuti pay, and. to a captain R30 
S7 annually, a sum too inconsiderable to 
have mucli effect. 

I will proceed next to make a few re- 
marks on that portion of the organization 
which proposes to reduce the rank and 
file, without a corresppndcnt reduction 
of t' c battalions and regiments, liy a 
refereii(;e to statement A, it will he seen 
that it is proposed to add the rifle regi- 
ment to those of the infantvy, and uniu 
the ordnance and light and heavy artille- 
ry into one corps of artillery, which, 
when thus blended, to form nine regi 
ments of infantry, and 5 battalions of ar- 
lillory, fer the latter of which the corpt 
of ordnance is to be taken, to consist oi 
one colonel, one licut. colonel, two ma- 
jors, seven captains, and as many lieu- 
tenants as the I’rcsideiit may yudge nc- 
ccssaiy.
